Springfield, m.—State troops if nec- 


essary will be used by Gov. Len 
Small to resist arrest on charges of 
juggling millions of dollars of state 
funds, the executive announced Fri 
day.~ 


The governor declared he could no 


submit to arrest without violating his 
oath of office. 


"I will use atl the power I possess 


to resist arrest," the governor said. 


The statement -was made public as 


his attorneys argued before Judge 
Smith in circuit court the point o' 
law that the "king can do no wrong' 
and therefore the chief executive of 


' ficer of a state is not subject to the 


powers of the courts. 


Soldiers are already guarding and 


protecting the governor. 
Small de 


tachments of troops were seen, un 
ostentatiously, around 
the 
capito' 


grounds and through the state house 


The governor's attorneys, in their 


argument to the court, cited a hypoth 
etical case wherein they outlined the 
situation which would result if a gov 
ernor was accused of a crime, the 
sheriff's forces attempted to arrest 
him, the governor as commander in 
chief of the military forces called on 
the troops to resist and an armed 
clash followed. 


"Anarchy will follow," the attorneys 


told the court- "Thp house of govern- 
ment is divided against itself." ' 
Trial May be Delayed. 


Judge FJ. S. Smith, at the conclu- 


sion of the 'answer to the -governor's 
claim by State's Attorney Mortimer, 
was expected to rule immediately on 
whether the governor was above all 
power of the courts, or whether the 
executive must submit to the court 
decrees the same as any other person. 


In case the court upholds Small's 


contention, the governor cannot he 
brought to trial until his term expires 
in 1924. 


If the stand taken by Small is A*- 


clarcd illegal, warrants will be ham'ed 
to Sheriff Henry Mcster and arrest 
of the governor will be ordered. 


The governor's attorneys advised 


him that he rcnut not submit to arrest 
and trial, as that would be subordinat- 
ing the executive branch of the state 
government to the judicial. 
The 


governor lias said he will follow the 
advice of his attorneys which means 
he will resist the court by force if 
necessary. 
' 


Could Pardon Himself. 


Legal advisors of the exucutive in- 


formed the court that the constitu- 
tion forbids that ho submit to arrest. 
To do so they pointed out, would be a 
surrender of sovereignty of the execu- 
tive branch of the government. 


The attorneys declared it would be 


ridiculous to try the governor for a 
crime, and convict him when he would 
have power to pardon himself. 


According to the governor's friends, 


hP is willing to have a "fair and im- 
' partial trial' but they declare he 


could not get it in Sangamon county. 
The county officials are bitter political 
enemies of the governor.

Belgium Told It Can Be Repre- 


sented When Vital Inter- 


ests Are Discussed.

Washington, D. C.—The United 


States has advised Belgium and other 
interested powers that when the Far 
Eastern question is brought up in the 
Washington disarmament conference 
in such a way as to affect the in- 
terests of those nations there will be 
no difficulty in being represented, it 
was learned Friday.N 


The other nations so advised are 


understood to be Holland and Portu- 
gal, 
who with Belgium have large 


interests in the Far East. 


Secretary of State Hughes has ad- 


vised these nations of this attitude 
only in a tentative way and has not 
committed the government, as it Is 
not desired to open this question to 
all countries of the world before there 
is a. definite agreement among the 
powers to participate in the confer- 
ence. 


This announcement today on official 


authority was made in response to 
reports from Europe telling of the con- 
cern of Belgium at not being in%'ited 
to the conference. No word had been 
jet received by the state depart- 
ment Friday from the Japanese gov- 
ernment, but authorities believed that 
Japan's acceptance of the proposed 
Far-Eastern and Pacific discussions 
is now only a matter of a few hours. 
Hughes has been advised of the meet- 
ing today in Tokio of the diplomatic 
advisory council, which is to give a 
final decision on the question of Ja- 
pan's participation in tho Pacific dis- 
cussion. 


Baron Shidehara is thought to have 


told Hughes late yesterday that the 
diplomatic council will make a favor- 
•l>;o decision.

Washington—The United States gov- 


ernment is not intentionally ignoring 
communications from the League of 
Nations and has no't failed to note the 
invitation to this government to be- 
come a member of the World Court of 
International Justice created by the 
league. 


This attitude was made known today 


at the department of state to offset 
published stories giving the impres- 
sion that the United States was some- 
how offending the League of Nations 
by refusing to deal with its letters and 
communications. 


In the first place, the permanent 


secretary of the league has been send- 
ing out printed circulars to the vari- 
ous governments of the world and it 
was but natural that one of the gov- 
ernment bureaus filed the circulars 
without regarding them in the same 
light as formal communications. 


America Staying Out 


But 
what 
th-3 secretary of the 


League of Nations hasn't evidently 
taken into consideration is that while 
all communications are duly received 
and filed Secretary Hughes is power- 
ess to deal with league because of 
the expressed desire of the president 
of the United States that America stay 
out of the league and the evident con- 
currence of the senate in that view- 
point. Ambassador Harvey went a 
step further In his speech in London 
by saying the United States wouldn't 
ev.an deal directly or indirectly with 
any committee or creature of the 
League of Nations 
and that's why 


both the White House and department 
of state would be embarassed in deal- 
ng with the world court for it would 
mean a repudiation of Ambassador 
Harvey's expression of American for- 
eign policy.

De Valera's train left at 7:30 a. m...

ing the platform at which the train 
stood. The smoky aisles were massed 
with men and women under a forest 
of Sinn Fein flags and Self Determina- 
tion banners. 


The Sinn Fein leaders left the peace

certain that the conferences with Pre 
mier Lloyd George will bo resumed 
within a fortnight. 


The Sinn Feiners were greatly dis- 


appointed at the terms offered them 
by the premier. They regarded the 
proposals as indefinite and unsatis- 
factory.

the 
confer- 


ences will end without the waste of 
much time. The Sinn Feiners how- 
over, do not believe that the govern- 
ment will refuse to clarify the pro- 
posals? Likewise, because of the gov- 
ernment's preparedness, the Irish be- 
lieve a breaking off of negotiations 
now would be more to Lloyd George's 
advantage than to the Sinn Foin'a 


Lloyd George's offer, which was not

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A WARNING TO APPLETON 


The robbery of the Outa^auiie County 


bank Thursday afternoon came as sudden- 
ly and surprisingly as a •'thunderbolt 
from <a clear sky." The cleverness and 
daring of the burglar and apparent com- 
plete success of his get-away seems al- 
most incredible. The extreme to which a 
man will go to get money is vividly por- 
trayed by the nerve of this lone bandit. 
He walked into the bank in broad day- 
light, backed the clerks into the vault at 
the point of a revolver, cooly gathered 
up most, of the currency on the counter- 
doing much of the work in full, view of 
customers in the bank lobby—and whis- 
tling, departed by the front door, as cool 
and collected as though nothing had hap- 
pened. His success in covering his tracks 
was equally well planned. 


This incident should be a warning to all 


business houses in Appleton. In spite of 
the fact that we have a most efficient po- 
lice force and that the bank in question 
was doing everything in its power to in- 
sure safety by installing a burglar alarm 
system, the unexpected has happened and 
no one can tell who may be the next vic- 
tim. 
Many business firms in Appleton 


have grown careless. Take for instance 
the large sums of money which are intru&t- 
ecl to young boy and girl messengers for 
deposit in our banks. These messengers 
are usually unprotected and are easy prey 
for experienced hold-up men. 


For many months during the latter part 


of last year and during the -early part of 
this. Chicago and suburban points were 
the sr-ene of robberies which astounded the 
country by their boldness and success. 
Banks were pillaged in broad daylight, 
jewelry and other stores robbed and pe- 
destrians held up right and left. It was 
one of the notable epidemics of crime in 
the country's history. 


This crime wave followed in the wake 


of depressed business conditions. It is now 
reaching out into more remote districts, 
just as the industrial slump started in the 
large centers and extended later to the 
smaller cities and communities. The two 
bank robberies, at Wabeno and in our 


^ city, in the 
last few days which have 


amazed the state by.their daring, have a 
striking resemblance to the hold-ups which 
for a long time left the people and busi- 
ness establishments of Chicago virtually 
at the mercy of bandits. 


It is not improbable that these robberies 


ere an extension of a reflex of the banditry 
in Chicago. Months of intensive police 
Activity have made it hot for the crim- 
inals of the large cities. Possibly they 
have emigrated to the country where they 
find easier picking. Possibly it is home 
talent, taMng its cue from examples which 
have figured so strongly in the limelight. 


Whatever the facts may be. it is wisdom 


to recognize a situation which exists and to 
act accordingly. Every bank, store and 
manufacturing concern in Appleton would 
do well to take every precaution which 
may be exercised to safeguard their es- 
tablishments and their funds. 
Country 


banks should be well guarded. Business 
firms which handle large sums of money 
or valuables should do the same. Other 
robberies may be attempted in this city. 
We should be prepared. After what oc- 
curred Thursday every city and town in 
the state should take warning. It is alto- 
gether probable there will be other hold- 
ups. Banditry runs in waves. Vigilance 
and defense are the only guarantees of se- 
curity. They should not be found want- 
ing wherever protection is needed. 


THE INDICTMENT OP SMALL 


Surrounding states, in fact the entire 


country, has an interest in the arrest of 
Governor Len Small and other officials of 
Illinois, on the charges of conspiracy and 
embezzlement of large sums of public 
funds. 
They have been indicted by 


a grand jury which 
investigated the 


use of state moneys. It is charged that 


, part of the funds of the state were loaned 


at a high rate of interest and the state 
credited with but two per cent, the de- 
fondants pockotinpr the balance. Governor 
Small and the other accused men deny 
the charges. Only a trial can determine 
whether they are guilty or innocent. 


The indioeraeuts. however, serve to call 


attention to the deplorable condition of 
politics in Illinois. The election of Len 
Small as governor was an expansion of 
the Thompson machine power of Chicago 
into the state. The press of Chicago has 
been waging a bitter and uncompromising 
fight on this machine. They have charged 
crookedness of every sort in Chicago, with 
the result that Mayor Thompson is being 
sued for large sums of money and he has 
retaliated by suing the newspapers for 
libel. 


There is little doubt that the newspapers 


are right. They probably know what they 
are doing and in due time they will ex- 
pose the ring and bring its leaders and 
their exploitations to a finish. No poli- 
ticians with a shady reputation or en- 
gssred in wrongdoing have ever Jbeen able 
to withstand the offensive of the press. 
Sooner or later they_come to grief and it 
is invariably the newspapers which accom- 
plish their undoing. 


Whether Small and Thompson person- 


ally are in vulnerable positions remains 
to be seen, but straws are not wanting to 
indicate that the temperature of the atmos- 
phere in which they circulate is rapidly 
going up. If they really have '' the goods 
on Small the people may look for the 
grand smash any day. Thompson is hav- 
ing a desperate time holding the fort in 
Chicago. Sensational 
developments are 


occurring there every few days and the- 
eliniax does not seem to be far off. A 
conference between Small, Thompson and 
Lundin. and we may have the last stand. 
It is one of the greatest fights between vi- 
cious politics and good government ever 
staged in the west. In the end good gov- 
ernment is certain to triumph, and for the 
victory it will have the press to thank. 


THE SHIPPING BOARD REVELATIONS 


The information given to the public by 


Chairman Lasker of the shipping board 
concerning the financial condition of that 
corporation is simply dnmfounding. 
"We 


have heard for the last two years stories 
and charges about, the scandalous conduct 
of the government's ship program during 
the war. but nothing like the proportions 
it now assumes under Mr. Lasker?s inves- 
tigation had been dreamed of. Hundreds 
of millions of dollars are involved in this 
scandal. Either the taxpayers have been 
robbed of these large sums or there has 
been the grossest incompetency and extra- 
vagance in their use. 


The natural inference, supported by in- 


numerable precedents of the past, is that 
there has been wholesale graft. Whenever 
Iniee sums of money are not accounted for 
in public service, the American assump- 
tion is that it has been stolen, and that gen- 
erally i.s the correct assumption. Our po- 
litical system is built up on the theory of 
plunder and privilege, and there seems to 
be no limit to the prosecution of either so 
long as detection can be avoided. \ "When 
the light is turned on and a mess is re- 
vealed, the guilty profess surprise and in- 
dignation and the public shrugs its shoul- 
ders and swallows the medicine. Rarely is 
the medicine swallowed by the grafter. 


This seems to be the status of the ship- 


board operations. Books and ac- 
pmg 
counts are in a '"deplorable condition.'' 
and "could not have been kept in much 
different shape had they been kept with a 
view to cheating and deceiving congress 
and the country." Tn view of the fact 
that the deficit is shown to be $380,000- 
000 instead of the $100,000.000 first 
reported, there would appear to be more 
than ordinary significance to this cryptic 
comment of Chairman Lasker. 


For once in our history we ought to go 


to the bottom of this public scandal, 
there is no irregularity or wrongdoing the 
country should know. If on the other hand 
men of affairs to whom have been intrust- 
ed the handling of the government's ship 
undertaking are not above dishonesty, 
graft and unscruplousness let us have the 
full facts. It may not be possible to send 
them to the penitentiary, but they can be 
held up befor*e the nation for what they 
really are and for its moral castigation. 
Good comes from revelations or this kind 
only when they bring home to the people a 
stronger sense of their personal responsi- 
bility. Mere exposure or punishment does 
not correct such abuses. The people alone 
can correct them by accepting their obli- 
gations as citizens and voters, and dis- 
charging them fearlessly and intelligently. 
The country needs the full facts about the 
shipping orgy in order that it may profit 
by the experience.

The Size Of The House

THE ORDEALS OF A VACATION. 


Poison ivy has three separate leaves on one stem, 


whereas a common harmless shrub often confused 
vith it. called Virginia creeper, has five leaves on 
>ne stem. Poison ivy has smooth whitish fruits re- 
cmbling: mistletoe berries, somewhat less than one- 
lalf inch m diameter and containing a single seed. 
Remember that the poison ivy has three separate 
eaves on the stem, and not a three-pointed leaf. The 
caves arc usually indented or notched, often more 
0 on out side. 


The itchmg or burning of the skin begins at any 


ime from a few hours to four or five days after ex- 
>osure to the plant. Were it not for the great weak- 
iess of bathing this irritation would probably be con- 
fined to the face and hands or other ordinarily ex- 
posed portions of the body: but the average vacation- 
st takes some kind of bath and spreads the inflam- 
mation over the rest of the body; or he spreads the 
>oison around with his hands, rubbing or scratching 
limself. The inflammation may amount to nothing 
more than a redness and swelling, though generally 
he skin becomes blistered. 
Best first aid for one known to have boen exopsed 


s very many rinsings with soapy water, freshly pre- 
pared" for each rinsing. Or immediate lathering of 
he exposed skin, leaving the soap on the skin for 
lours. If you know you are going to be exposed, 
smearing the face and hands with lather or with 
vaseline is an excellent protection. 


An excellent .dressing for ivy poisoning consists 


of large compresses of muslin or gauze kept con- 
stantly wet with soapy -water, or with a solution of 


handful of saleratus in a basin of water—these 


alkalis tend to neutralize the acid irritant of poison 
vy. 
If blisters appear they should be carefully 


pened by puncture at the lower border with a 
flamed or soaped needle through a spot of skin 
touched first with tincture of iodine, and the fluid 
carefully pressed out and absorbed with cotton or a 
clean towel and carefully kept from further contact 
with the skin. "When the inflammation is no longer 
ncreasing, the inflamed area may be dressed with 
lain zinc oxide ointment. 
This lotion is good^to relieve the itching and trarn- 


ng in the earlier stage of ivy poisoning.

2 drams

Shake well, and apply by patting with the fingers 


as often as desired. 


Persons susceptible to ivy poisoning and necessar- 


ily frequently exposed, or suffering with prolonged 
skin trouble following ivy poisoning, may immmunize 
themselves by taking the following internally, begin- 
ning with one drop after each meal, in half a glass- 
fui of water, and increasing by a drop each suc- 
cessive dose, until 21 drops are taken at the end of 
the week, then a teaspoonful once a day for three 
weeks, and occasionally a teaspoonful throughout 
the season: 


Tincture (10%) of poison ivy leaf..15 drops 
Glycerin 
2 drams 


Syrup of orange 
3 ounces

gressional seats became necessary fol- 
owing the 1930 census. 


It is generally conceded that the 


louse does not function as well with 
a big membership as with a small one. 
•Towever, the census committee quick- 
y discovered that to, reduce the ap- 
jortionment would arouse a storm of 
protest from the states whteh would 
>e cut. 
Another fight has developed 


over the efforts of some members to 
cut the sise of the congressional rep- 
resentation in states where, 
it was 


charged before the committee, 
the 


right to pote was denied or abridged 
n the case of some qualified voters. 
Denial or abridgement of the voting 
jrivilege, under the fourteenth amend 
nent to the constitution, may be pun 
shable by that state's having its rep- 
resentation in the house reduced in 
he proportion which those 
citizens 


denied the voting right bear to the 
whole body of voters in the state. The 
committee decided that it had not the 
time at its disposal to go into this 
question. 


This applied particularly to the 


southern 
states, 
many 
conflicting 


statements having been submitted. 


Presidential Elections Affected 
One of the strongest reasons why 


the states fight so hard against re- 
duction of their congressional repre- 
sentation is that it has an important 
searing on future presidential 
elec- 


tions. The number of electoral votes 
possessed by each state correspondb 
;o its representation in both branches 
of 
congress. 
Should the 
southern 


states, or any of them, lose congres- 
sional seats, the stronghold of 
De- 


mocracy would be weakened in presi 
dential elections in the future, and 
carrying the South would not weigh 
as heavily in the balance as is now 
the case. 


The size of the house has increased 


steadily since the birth of the coun- 
try except in one instance. Originallj 
it consisted of 65 members, one to 
each 30,000 of population. In 1793, on 
the basis of one member for each 33, 
000 people, the size of the house be 
came 106. On the same basis, 10 years 
later the house membership number 
ed 142. The increase continued, with 
the number of representatives being 
checked only by increasing the num 


persons each was to represent 


In 1843, however, congress 
reduced 


the size of the house, the only time re 
corded in history. The ratio of people 
was increased from 47,700 to 10,680 
and this decreased the number ol 
representatives from 242 to 232. In 
jS83, after the tenth census, congres 
sional representation was 
based on 


one for ^ach 151,911 persons, and this 
increased the size of the house from 
293 to 332. Ten years later it be 
came 375, 10 years after this 391, and 
after the thirteenth census the^housi 
grew to its present size of 435 mem- 
bers, on a basis of one member to ev- 
ery 211,877 persons. 


Spntiment for limiting the house at 


least to its present size is fairly 
strong. This would be accomplished 
if the ratio of people for congression- 
al districts was fixed at 242,415, or 
any major fraction of that number of 
people. 
The difficulty is that while 


the total membership would remain 
the same, eight states would gain 
members and Pleven would lose. Thf 
total gain and loss would be 12 seats. 
California 
gaining three, Michigan 


and Ohio two each, while Connecticut, 
New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Texas 


and Washington each would gain a 
seat. 


Offsetting this gain. Missouri would 


lose two seats, while one seat would 
be lost in Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken 
tucky, Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, 
Nebraskn, Rhode Island and Vermont. 


Tho members who urge that there 


be no increase declare that there is no 
duty that 483 members can accomp- 
lish which 435 cannot do as well, that 
the house will be more unwieldy and 
cumbersome than ever if increased in 
size, and that increasing the member- 
ship to 4S3 will result in additional 
salaries, clerk hire, mileage, et cetera, 
amounting to more than a million dol- 
lars annually. 
Six members of the 


consus committee took this view at 
tho last session, and brought in a min- 
ority report to that effect.

Hay And Straw Must Be 


Weighed On City Scales 


There is, one city ordinance which 


City Weighmaster J. E. Rose believes 
few people know anything about. It 
is ordinance 17 which provides that 
no one is allowed to sell hay or straw 
in the city unless it has been -weighed 
on the city scales by the clty'weigh- 
master, the city sealer or the deputy 
weighmaster. 


Just why the ordinance make* this 


distinction is not understood. Never- 
theless anyone violating the ordinance 
is liable if a complaint is entered 
against him. Mr. Rose believes that 
the violations which do occur are the 
result of ignorance of the ordinance. 


The largest loads weighed on the 


city scales are loads of ice and these 
weigh sometimes as much as five tons 
or more. The scales will weigh any- 
thing from two and one-half to 30,000 
pounds. L«arge machines such 
as 


threshing machines, tractors, etc., 
sometimes are barely within the limit 
and a few could not be weighed be- 
cause they exceeded the capacity of 
the scales. 


As a rule, large machine* of this 


sort are weighed only because of mere 
curiosity or because the owner must 
know the weight of his machine BO 
that he may drive it safely about the 
country. Weak bridges are generally 
labeled with the largest weight they 
will carry and if persons use the 
bridge to transport weights in excess 
of this they must assume all respon- 
sibility. 


The scales are tested with standard 


50-pound cast iron weights furnished 
by the United States government The 
state inspector of weights and meas- 
ures tests the weights annually and 
sees that they are standard. Should

The law forbids giving away ciga- 


rets, but it is done, more as a matter 
of habit than from any desire to break 
the law; 


Senator Southwick, author of the 


measure. Celebrated the first anti- 
cigarfet day by asserting that " in a 
short time the last cigarot will have 
been smoked in Utah." 


Thus far the law hasn't appreciably 


reduced the number of smokers, nor 
the average consumption. 


It is tras that the instances of

Thus far police enforcement has 


stopped with warning the offender to 
toss away his cigar or cigaret When 
entering one of the designated "pub- 
lic places." 


Many a forgetful man, and this in- 


cludes practically all strangers within 
the state, buy cigars at the restaurant 
counter, or the depot atand, and aB- 
sentminaedly lights up. 


This is a violation of the law, of 


cOur&s, but so far every policeman in 
Utah has hurriedly turned hte 
the other way &t that moment. 


An odd quirk of the law la 


while one can bo severely punished 
for smoking in a barber shop, one 
may, as far as the law is cofioerried. 
smoke to his heart's content in a dry 
goods store or millinery shop. 
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
